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EDITORIAL 


Ten Years of “* Lumen Vitae ”’ 


Ten years ago, a programme was laid down in the first editorial 
of this review: on the one hand, to observe sympathetically the con- 
temporary world in order to discover the stepping stones for a spiri- 
tual edifice, incomplete without Christ, also to recognize the obstacles 
to evangelization; on the other hand, to promote religious formation 
in a positive manner, by methodological progress no doubt, but also 
and above all by a study, deepened in faith, of the Salvation told of 
in the Bible, re-presented in the liturgy, proclaimed by the whole life 
of the Church. This religious formation seemed to us to be in its 
ideal an uninterrupted growth towards the final meeting with the 
Saviour, beyond the supreme Passover of the believer, which is death. 
Consequently, the review was intended to take an interest in the succes- 
sive stages of this religious itinerary, as well as in the commumities 
of education or life, in which it was taking place. 

We intended this work to be international : offering authors an 
opportunity for addressing a world wide audience and, at the same time, 
giving our readers the benefit of suggestions and initiatives from 
various countries. Such an object could not be attained without vast col- 
laboration. We sought it among Catholic educators, and we also hoped 
for it from other believers who are umted by the love of Christ or faith 
in God in a world which is becoming secularized. The index to ar- 
ticles and chronicles proves that this indispensable collaboration has 
not failed the compilers of the review. May authors and correspondents 
find here the expression of our lively gratitude, specially those whose 
help has extended beyond their literary contribution, important and 
much appreciated though that 1s. May I be allowed to quote the names 
of Frs. Hofinger, Jungmann, Moeller, Drinkwater, Zulueta, and 
M. Jean Guitton. 

The bibliographical index points to the increasing cooperation of 
publishers, permitting us to provide informative reviews. I am think- 
ing move especially of the French bibliographies, of which Fr. 
Ranwez 1s in charge. 

On the other hand, the index gives no indication of the support 
which is necessary for a magazine before it can attain the large au- 
dience which provides its raison d’étre and ensures its existence. Our 
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gratitude although discreet, is none the less fervent with regard to 
those who are in the first rank of the “‘ friends of Lumen Vitae” : 
superiors, benefactors, and all those who, im one way or another, 
have helped so disinterestedly in the publication and distribution 
of the review. We also take this occasion to thank M. Duculot and his 
staff, who continue to take infinite pains with the production.

— they will allow of more efficacious action, because revised with 
the help of apostles who have reflected on the same problems and of 
those whose practical experience has blazed new trails for us. 

The staff of the Review will not be the last to profit by this stocktak- 
ing: alongside the tasks accomplished, others are seen which need a 
special effort today. We do not intend to enumerate them here. The se- 
cond and fourth numbers for this year will show them, the first by 
giving an overall view of religious formation in some large countries, 
the other by demonstrating the progress realized in the various sec- 
tions of catechesis.

Introduction to the Indices 


1. Contents and General Arrangement of this Number. 


A. Logical and alphabetical classification. — The essential 
contents of these ten years is here to be found: 

— under a /ogical arrangement in the analytical index of sub- 
jects; 

— under an alphabetical arrangement, in five lists. 


I. — THE ANALYTICAL TABLE OF SUBJECTS (pp. 21-128) pre- 
sents in logical order all the matter in the other lists : articles, chro- 
nicles, reviews. 

The books reviewed referring to the subject are enumerated only 
under the authors’ names, preceded by an asterisk and followed 
by the index reference to the review in brackets. The other biblio- 
graphical references are to be found in the bibliographical index. 

The analytical index is preceded by a list of the chief divisions 
(pp. 15-20). For easy reference, the alphabetical index of subjects 
is at the end of the number (pp. 185-189). 


II. — THE INDEX TO ARTICLES (pp. 131-149) enumerates all the 
articles in the alphabetical order of the authors’ names, an order 
determined by the rules given above (see: Rules for alphabetical 
classification). After the authors’ names come : his initials, followed 
by the designation of the religious Congregation, address (town 
and country), title of the articles, reference to the volume and the 
first page. The different articles by the same author follow in the 
alphabetical order of titles. 


III. — THE LIST OF CHRONICLES is similar, the names of the cor- 
respondents being in alphabetical order. 


IV. — THE BIBLIOGRAPHICAL INDEX contains the list of works 
reviewed, the authors’ names being in alphabetical order. Indica-

tions relative to each book are given as in the index to articles and, 
if there are several titles, they follow in the same alphabetical or- 
der. 


V. — THE LIST OF ANONYMOUS WORKS is given by the first word 
of the title. 


VI. — THE INDEX TO ILLUSTRATIONS : pictures, maps, drawings, 
etc. According to the position of the illustration, the number 
given is that of the page on which, or opposite which, the illustra- 
tion is to be found. 

In addition, A SUBJECT INDEX ends this number; the figures 
refer, not to the pages, but to the decimal classification of the sub- 
jects (analytical index pp. 15-128). It was useless to add an alphabe- 
tical index to authors’ names : the reader will gain time by referring 
directly to the index of articles, chronicles or reviews as required. 


B. Rules for alphabetical classification. — 1. According to 
the usual rules for bibliographical references, the particles ‘ de ’ 
(French), ‘ von ’ (German) have been placed after the name: 


Ex. : — de Chabannes is under C 
— de le Court » IL 
— von Hildebrand » H 
but : De Bontridder » D 


2. The Flemish or Dutch ‘ Van’ is under V, whether it is a 
capital letter or not. 
Ex. : — Van Wing is under V 


— van Caster » V 


3. The German 4, 6, ti are given under ae, oe, ue. 


C. References to Lumen Vitae. — The Roman figures (thick 
faced) refer to the volume ; the Arab figures (fine) to the page. 
In the alphabetical indices, we quote the first page ; in the analyti- 
cal index, the first and last pages of the article or section referring 
to the subject. 


Ex.: IV, 143 refers to page 143 of volume IV (1949).

2. Introduction to the Analytical Index. 


This Index does not pretend to be an exhaustive list of the sub- 
jects dealt with in the course of the ten years ; it is a summary of 
the essential ones. To give more details would have impaired cla- 
rity, and not increased the usefulness of the instrument. 


A. Systematic Classification. —a) The Chief Divisions. — 
Under a title, for instance: “‘ Catechism Manual, ’’ the reference 
has been given to all the passages dealing with the subject. The 
titles have been put in logical order from the viewpoint proper 
to the review, that of catechests. 

After a section for general information (Encyclopaedia, His- 
tory) come six sections: 


— Educators and educative milieux, 
— Aim and broad outlines of religious formation, 
— Contents of religious instruction, 
— Arrangement of subjectmatter, 
— General methodology, 
— Special methodology. 
This catechetical summary is completed by two sections : 
— Religious psychology, 
— Religious sociology. 
It seemed preferable not to insert in Catechesis even matter 
which dealt with the subject to be catechized nor the communi- 
ties to which he belongs. These sections gain by a certain autonomy. 


b) The Sub-divisions. — At the head of the chief sections, we 
have placed those of a more general character. In each section, 
we have thus proceeded from the general to the particular. Respect- 
ing this order, we have tried in each subject to make use of a 
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suitable order which would allow of rapid consultation. Thus, 
the first subdivisions of the section “‘ Educators and educative 
milieux ’? are: Educators, Family, Parish, School, Groups of 
religious formation, Catholic Action movements, Mission. The sub- 
division ‘‘ The Catechetical Movement in the world ’”’ is in its 
turn divided into Africa, Latin America, North America, Asia, 
Oceania. 

At a first glance, the reader will find the structure and arrange- 
ment of this systematical index at least plausible, we think. He 
will perhaps ask himself what arrangement dictated the enumera- 
tion of the articles, chronicles or books in each particular block. 
Here too, we took as our guide, to go from the general to the parti- 
cular, from the most substantial information to complementary in- 
formation. Thus, in the study of the catechetical movement in 
Europe, the first article under the heading “ Great Britain ”’ is 
** General View of Religious Education ’’ (in Grt. Britain) ; there 
follow surveys concerning Catholic education, religious instruc- 
tion in the State schools, etc. 


B. Decimal Classification. — For this systematical index, we 
have followed the rules for Universal Decimal Classification. “* The 
matter is divided into logical categories which go from the general 
to the particular, without ever passing beyond ten ‘ rubrics’ in 
the same list. Each division is numbered from 0 to 9, the o being 
always kept for studies and general works of the opening category, 
and each new figure inscribed at the right of another indicates a 
subdivision of the preceding category 1. ”’

We have not gone beyond four figures. In the fourth list, the 


matter is grouped under titles printed in italics or in spaced 
letters. 


3. Introduction to the other Tables. 


The first paragraph (Contents and general order of this number) 


i Dom KS PIERRED, ©1949 Bela Maison-Dieu, N° 4obis, p. 8. 
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serves also as an introduction to the lists of articles and chronic- 
les. 

To add a word on the subject of the bibliographies. Although the 
index gives abundant information — especially for the French 
section — about the production of the last ten years, it is not 
exhaustive. The reader will remember that no reviews were pub- 
lished before 1952. Also, in spite of repeated demands, some works 
have not been sent us by the publishers. We will not slacken in 
our efforts to improve the bibliographical chronicle. 


4. How to Use these Tables. 


1° If you want to know what the review has published on a 
particular subject or a country, for instance: Catechists, France, 
— look at the end of the number (pp. 185-189) in the Alphabetical 
Index of Subjects for the word, Catechists, France. You will there 
find the reference to the decimal classification of the Analytical 
Index at the beginning of the volume. 

At the place indicated you will read: 


— the title and the reference of the articles and chronicles relat- 
ing to the subject ; 

— preceded by an asterisk, the names of the authors who have 
written about it (the title of the books is to be found in the biblio- 
graphical index). 

2° If you are looking for the article or chronicle, published by 
an author, you will consult the List of articles or Chronicles. 


3° If you want the review of a book, you will consult the b1bli0- 
graphical index. If you need all the bibliographical indications and 
the review, you will look up the review at the page indicated.
